.4 CORNUCOPIA 


Missouri’s farm land has been in­ 
creased by the addition of three mill­ 
ion acres of rich black alluvial soil 
for which its fertile river valleys are 
justly famous. 
This addition comes 
through w hat the engineers describe 
as “the world’s 
greatest 
drainage 
project’’ in the lower course 
<f the 
St. 
Francis 
River. 
The particular 
section which thus profits is the “ Mis­ 
souri Boot”, the 
extension 
of the 
souhteastern corm r of Missouri into 
territory which the n> rthern A rkan­ 
sas say is a part of their state*. 
When Missouri put over the deal 
that gave the state th's extension the ! 
Boot was 
as 
unpromising a bit of 
landscape as couid be seen west 
o f 1 
the Mississippi. 
It was c ver *d with 
malaria breeding swamps and a thick 
tangle of underbill !i and the super­ 
stitious 
negroes 
<k clared that they 
could still get whiffs from th*e sulphur 
fires 
that 
burned 
down below- to 
them it was a ho *d o* d land. 
It was in fact, the section of this 
country which wu 
haken up, so fa: 
as the early Americans knew, by the 
first realy disast: u - American earth- 
quake. 
According 
t > tradition, be­ 
fore this earthquake the river banks 
weie steep blutf 
and

of them high and 
healthful. 
When 
the earth trem ors had subsided N< w 
Madrid, the chief t >wn cf the region, 
was in ruins the land was partly un 
dor water, chairs of new lak is had 
come into existence and the courses 
of the streams had changed.

The next crop reports of Mis­ 
souri will show

increase in the 
production of corn, w’heat and cotton, 
and the state may credit a good share 
of this gain to the little southward 
jog 
in 
its 
state boundary.—New 
York Sun.
